KANSAS CITY, Mo- March 31—(AP)—Knute Rockne, 


famous football coach of Notre Dame university and seven 
others were killed \vhen a Transcontinental & Western Air 
passenger and air mail plane crashed in flames today in a 
pasture several miles southwest of Bazaar, Kas. 


Famous Grid Coach 


Dies in Plane Crash 


Rockne boarded the plane here 


enroute to California at 9:15 a. m., 
and about 11 a. m., the ship, iden- 
tuied by its department of com- 
merce license number, crashed and 
burned as it fought a tog and storm 
enroute to Wichita, Kas. 


The body of Rockne and the other 


victims 'had not been, definitely- 
identified at the scene, but it was 
certain the noted coach was a pas- 
senger on the wrecked air liner and 
that all those aboard had been 
killed.

Baker found five bodies when he 


reached the plane. He notified an 
undertaking establishment at Cot- 
tonwood Falls. Ambulances rushed 
to the scene over muddy roads, 
which impeded their progress.

Committee Disagrees On 


Merit But Favors 


Discussion. 


Unable Come to Decision 


On Substitute Gas Tax 


Exemption Bill. 


Question of a $25,000,000 bond is- 


sue for an cxt»nsive three-year pav- 
ing program, in Nebraska to be fi- 
nanced by Income from the gasoline 
tax m the next ten years will be 
fought out on the Iloor of the state 
senate. The senate's committee on 
revenue and taxation voted 8 to 2 
late Monday afternoon to put S. F. 
175, the Rodman Van Kirk proposal 
to that effect, out on general file. 


While the committee was nearly 
unanimous for putting the bill out 
for discussion there was no indica- 
tion that there would be strong 
support for it. 
Practically every 
senator voting to put the bill out 
said he did not intend that vote to 
bind him to support the measure. 


Two big problems will have to be 


overcome by sponsors of the bill if 
they get it past the legislature. The 
first is doubt as to Its constitution- 
ality, expressed by even some of 
those who feel the measure desir- 
able. The second is opposition to 
abandonment of the state's perma- 
nent policy of paying as it goes for 
all governmental expenses. 


Disagree On Exemption. 
The c o m m i t t e e was hopelessly 


deadlocked over an effort to get a 
gasoline tax exemption bill out on 
the floor. 


A substitute was presented by 
Senator C. W. Johnson asking a 2 
ceilt exemption for gasoline used in 
farm operations and other uses not 
on the highways. S. F. 62, Senator 
Johnson's original proposal asked a 
4 cent tax exemption by use of black 
colored gasoline for non-highway 
purposes. 


A motion to postpone the exemp- 
tion bill indefinitely was quickly 
offered on the theory that it was 
foolish for the senate to consider a 
matter that the house had already 
killed. The motion resulted m a tie 
vote, 5 to 5, and was declared lost. 


A motion to adopt the substitute 


offered also was lost for lack of a 
majority as was a motion to place 
the original bill on general file. 
With indications that no majority 
could be secured on any motion in 
regard to the bill, Chairman Bow- 
ring ordered the matter discarded 
to permit the committee to go 
ahead with other business. 
Favor Refunding Dealers. 
The committee approved a house 
bill, H. B. 38, which provides that 
dealers reselling gasoline outside the 
state shall be repaid the full amount 
of the state tax. At the present time, 
they are refunded only the amount 
of the tax in the state -where the 
fuel is paid. In Colorado and South 
Dakota, it makes no difference, but 
m Iowa and Kansas, dealers claim 
they lose a cent per gallon, under 
the present system. 
The senate's fish and game com- 
mittee at its session Monday agreed 
to abandon the proposal of its 
chairman. Senator Kenneth Wherry 
to revolutionize the state's game 
laws by putting title to all upland 
game birds in handa-of the farmers. 
It accepted, however, as a commit- 
tee substitute for the measure, S. F. 
348, a proposal advanced by Chet 
Ager, Izaak Walton lobbyist. 
State Retains Title. 
The proposal, while retaining title 
In the pheasants to the state pro- 
vides a system whereby farmers can 
demand script from hunters to be 
paid for pheasants shot on their 
land. The script would be pur- 
chased from the state game depart- 
ment, turned over to the farmer at 
the time of shooting, and then re- 
deemed by the farmer at the de- 
partment, which would act merely 
as an agent. 
The plan would not affect other 
game laws of the state, but would 
provide a new method, of recom- 
pensing farmers. 
The same com- 
mittee also voted to report favor- 
ably on H. R. 97, prohibiting use of 
traps to catch fur-bearing; animals 
alive and requiring daily visits to 
traps. 
The judiciary committee voted to 
place on general file Representative 
optional form, permitting: women to 
en which passed the house in an 
Boelts' bill for jury service for worn- 
serve but not requiring them to 
do so.

While the committee was nearly

Disagree On Exemption.

A substitute was presented by

ceilt exemption for gasoline u.sed in 
farm operations and other uses not 
on the highway s. S. F. 62. Senator 
J ohnson’s original propo.sal asked a 
4 cent tax exemption by use of black 
colored gasoline for non-highw-ay 
purix» ses. 
A motion to postpone the exemp­ 
tion bill 
indefinitely 
was quickly 
offered on the theory that it was 
foolish for the senate to consider a 
matter that the house had already 
killed. Tlie motion resulted in a tie 
vote, 5 to 5, and was declared lost. 
motion to adopt the substitute 
offered also was lost for lack of a 
majority as was a motion to place 
the original bill on general file. 
With indications that no majority 
could be secured on any motion in 
regard to the bill, Chairman Bow- 
ring ordered the matter discarded 
to permit the c om m i t t e e to go 
ahead with other business. 
Favor Refunding IVealers. 
The committee approved a house 
bill, H. R. 38. which provides that 
dealers reselling gasoline outside the 
state shall be repaid the full amount 
of the state tax. At the present time, 
they are refunded only the amount 
of the tax in the state where the 
fuel is paid. In Colorado and South 
Dakota, it makes no difference, but 
in Iowa and Kaimas, dealers claim 
they lose a cent per gallon under 
the present sy stem.

WASHINGTON. March 31—-MF9— 
The American government hastened 
today to the »id of earthquake 
stricken Managua. 


Three American agencies were 


instructed to participate. The Amer- 
ican Red Cross was directed by 
President Hoover, who also is head 
of that organization, to extend aid 
immediately. The war and the nevy 
departments also directed engineer- 
ing and marine corps detachments 
in Nicaragua to lend aid. 
The state department joined these

No word had come from 
any of their men on the ground. 
Shortly after noon, the state de- 


partment said communication agen-

The last message received by the 
state department from the Ameri- 
can legation at Managua was timed 
10:35 a. m., yesterday. 


Ernest J. Swift, acting director of 


insular and foreign operations for 
the Red Cross, said he would leave 
for Nicaragua by airplane as soon 
as arrangements could be com- 
pleted. Swift was in charge of the 
Red Cross Santo Domingo disaster 
relief, 


The United States marine corps 
has over 1,450 officers and men in 
Nicaragua, nearly 1,000 of them in 
or near Managua. 


Latest records at marine corps 


headquarters showed that 113 offi- 
cers and 872 men were stationed in 
or near the city at the end of Feb- 
ruary, while 28 officers and 402 men 
were scattered in other parts of the 
country, mostly in the northern, dis- 
tricts where the insurgents were 
strong.

State Superintendent Charles W. 


Taylor Tuesday made an order can- 
celling the teacher's certificate of ] 
Gordon Mullen, a member of the 
faculty of the Wheeler county high 
school. Complaint against Mullen 
was filed with the superintendent 
by the board of regents of the high 
school and a hearing was had be- 
fore the state superintendent on 
March 11, last, at which time Mul- 
len appeared with his attorney, T. 
W. Lanlgan, and defended himself. 
The charges against the instruc- 


tor are set out in the findings of 
the superintendent, who, after cit- 
ing the fact that complaint was 
filed and hearing had on the date 
mentioned, declares: 
1. That the said Gordon Mullen 


•while employed as a teacher in the 
Wheeler county high school was 
guilty of immorality in that while 
he was in the high school dormitory 
and on the school grounds, he used 
profane and grossly obscene epithets 
in the presence and hearing of the 
high school students. 
"2. That the said Gordon Mullen 
while employed as a teacher in the 
Wheeler county high school showed 
a lack pf discretion and was negli- 
gent in performance of his duty and 
in the business of the school in that 
he failed to co-operate with the su- 
perintendent of said school, but'fre- 
quently >spoke of huii to other 
teachers of the school in grossly in- 
sulting 
and 
disrespectful terms 


and in that he frequently spoke of 
girls in said school in grossly vile 
and disrespectful terms to another 
teacher theren. 
"It is therefore considered and or- 
dered by the state superintendent 
that the teacher's certificate hereto- 
fore issued, to the said Gorden Mul- 
len be and the same hereby is can- 
celled and annulled." 
Mullen, in his defense before the 
state superintendent, insisted that 
the action against him was not 
brought for the purpose of improv- 
ing conditions alleged to exist in 
the Wheeler county school, but to 
prejudice him in lawsuits pending 
against him in the courts of that 
county.

CAPITOL TABLET 


Carries Names Legislat- 


ors and Officials 


Approving Bill. 


Representative Foster and ten 


others introduced in the house Tues- 
day morning a resolution providing 
that the capitol commission shall 
have made and placed in the siate 
house a bronze i*t otSer metal tablet 
bearing the names of the governor, 
lienteuant governor, speaker of the 
house and members "of the legisla- 
ture who occupied such offices in 
1919 when legislation was enacted 
creating the capitol commission and 
providing for the erection of the 
structure now^ nearing completion 
Under the rules the resolution went 
over for one day. 
Samuel R. McKelvie was governor 
in 1919 and P. A. Barrows was-iieu-° 
tenant governor. Foster was a mem- 
ber of the legislature during that 
session and theyoriginal bill for the 
new capitol was introduced by 
George Tracewell of Valentine. This 
bill was later amended and the 
name of Grant Mears was added as 
one of the introducers. 
Tinder the resolutions as present- 


ed at this time the only recognition 
that Tracewell, the father of the 
original act, would get would be to 
have his name listed among the 
other members of the legislature. 
This 'seeming oversight, however, 
may be remedied before final adop- 
tion of the resolutions. 
The preamble and resolutions fol- 


low: 
Where»s. H. E. No. 3. -thirty-seventh 
session, Nebraska state legislature, passed 
and approved February 20, 1919, pro\ided. 
among other things, for the planning and 
construction of the present state capitol 
building and created the Nebraska state 
capitol commission to conduct and super- 
vise the same, ana 
Whereas, it is a. matter of lufflcient 
historical importance that members of the 
Nebraska state" legislature for 1919. the 
governor, lieutenant governor and speak- 
er of the house, who, by appropriate lej- 
islatioa. made the construction of our 
state capitol building which is outstand- 
ing, possible, be recognized in fitting man- 
lier -within the building itself, and 
Whereas, no provision has heretofc"-" 
been made for any formal recognition t 
the members of the thirtj-seventh ses- 
sion of the Nebraska state legislature 
for the contribution they made

nas resulted in the building of the capitol 
structure, now therefore bt it resolved 
by the house of representatives of the 
state of Nebraska in forty-seventh ses- 
sion assemblled: 
Section 1—That the Nebraska state cap- 
itol' commission, be requested to place in 
an appropriate pl-ice within the capitol 
building proper a bronze or other suit- 
able metal tablet on which said commis- 
sion shall inscribe or cause to be dis- 
played thereon, together with such ap- 
propriate legend as they may deem prop- 
er, the names of the governor lieuten- 
ant governor and members of the. house 
and senate for the thirty-seventh session 
of the Nebraska state legislature that 
passed the bill which provided for the 
erection of the Nebraska state capitcT 
building. 
S«c. a—That th« chief clerk of this 
r'ouse be directed and Instructed forth- 
with to transmit a copy of ftils resolu- 
tion, properly authenticated and suitably 
engrossed, to the chili-man of the Ne- 
braska state capitol commission.

Sidney E. Goldstein, associate rabbi 
of the Free synagogue^, and Paul 
Blanshard, executive director of the 
city affairs committee. 


Demand Unemployment Aid. 


More than 3,000 persons cheered 
indictments of Tammany. Denunci- 
ations were mingled with demands 
for federal state and city action, to 
relieve unemployment. 
"Everything that has < happened 


since the city affairs committee be- 
gan its agitation against the Walker 
administration has been a confes- 
sion of guilt on the part of Tam- 
many," said Mr. Holmes.

SOLONS QUIBBLE 
OBSOLETE LAWS 


Srb's Effort to Repeal 


Old Measures Brings 


Flood In Senate. 


An effort to repeal a few obso- 


lete laws in the state senate Tues- 
day morning turned into such an 
orgy of repeal moves as senator 
after senator dug up obsolete, un- 
enforceable or questionable statutes, 
that the obsolete law repeal bill was 
finally sent back to the judiciary 
committee for more careful con- 
sideration. 
The bill, S. F. 367, was introduced 


by Senator Srb of Eremont to re- 
peal several obviously obsolete laws'. 
The 
judiciary 
committee 
had 
stricken from the bill all except a 
series of sections In the /statutes 
repealing provisions for organizing 
county electric power districts. 


This action had been taken it was 
explained later in the belief that" a 
general obsolete law repeal measure 
might be declared unconstitutional 
as containing more in the bill 
than the title conveyed. Senator 
Srb quoted from a brief prepared 
by George Mann, attorney for the 
legislative Deference bureau, and 
then urged the additon of several 
further repeal proposals. 


The first item added would repeal 
the law which, provides that -no ve- 
nicle may go across a bridge at 
more than a walk and that fire 
must not be carried across a wooden 
bridge. 
The bill was written In days of 
the horse and buggy and specified 
that a horse drawn vehicle should 
cross at a pace no faster than a 
walk" which includes the auto- 
vehicles" which includes the auto- 
mobile today. 


Governed Sedition. 


Several sections governing sedi- 
tion, enacted during the World war 
and so phrased as to apply only, tc 
that war were also put-in the repeal 
bill at the request of Senator Srb. 


Another section added for repeal 
was one relating to unclean distil- 
lery sites, made obsolete by the pro- 
hibition laws. 
Senator Dworafc' Injected a new 


angle into the discussion in com- 
mittee of the whole when, he moved 
to add the entire chapter dealing 
with the state's liquor laws. The 
motion was seconded by Senator 
Wellensiek of Grand Wand. The 
legislature, however, repeated ex- 
perience of other legislative bodies 
by showing that however wet it 
may drink, it votes nearly solidly 
dry. The motion was overwhelm- 
ingly defeated without discussion. 
Senator Srb then offered another 


addition which was stamped on. He 
proposed repeal of the statute bar- 
ring smoking of cigarets in public 
eating places. Pointing out that 
pipe and cigar smoking is not pro- 
hibited and that the law is rarely 
enforced. Senator Srb asked that the 
statute be annulled by law instead 
of by making law violators. 
Several senators expressed objec- 
tion and Senator Srb withdrew the 
amendment under fire. 
Five sections of the statutes rela- 
tive to the primary law which had 
been suspended by referendum were 
put in the repeal bill by Senator 
Scott. He suegested, however, that 
the bill be held up to permit an ex- 
amination of all the additions lest 
hasty action be taken. On motion 
of Senator Cooper, the matter was 
then referred back to the judiciary 
committee for further considera- 
tion.

BRYAN TURNS TO 
G. 0. P. IN FIGHT 


Deserted by Democrats 


* In Income Tax 


Battle. 


Showdown on Control of 


Party Parallels 
Raskob Case. 


A parallel to the national predica- 


ment of the democratic party, caused 
by Chairman John J. Baskob's at- 
tempt to commit It to the wet side 
of the prohibition question in ad- 
vance of the 1932 presidential cam- 
paign, exists at this time within the 
ranks of the Nebraska democracy. 


In the local situation Governor 


Bryan is playingf the role of Raskob 
by trying to cram down his party's 
unwilling throat the bitter pill of 
income tax medicine, in the face of 
specific refusal by the last demo- 
cratic state convention to mcludtfhis 
plank on that subject in the party 
platform. 
Just as happened in Roskob's 


case, this attempt by the titular 
democratic leader of Nebraska to 
force acceptance of his own views 
and make them superior to the ex- 
pressed will of the* party is meeting 
determined resistance. In the-legis- 
lature, where the issue is thus pre- 
sented, the accredited leadership of 
the democratic minority is in re- 
volt; and over the state the senti- 
ment of the party appears to be 
largely hostile to Mr. Brypn's as- 
sumption of personal dictatorship. 
The income tax fight scheduled 


to take place this week in the lower 
house is the biggest one 6f the whole 
legislative session for Bryan, in- 
volving as it does his power to make 
the democratic party of Nebraska 
conform to his personal wishes. 
Republican Solon Leads Fight. 
Vain efforts were made by the 


governor last week to get George 
W. O'Malley, democratic floor lead- 
er of the house, and other promin- 
ent minority members into line for 
his income tax scheme. Having 
failed in that object, Bryan is de- 
pending on a republican solon, M. J. 
Gushing, to take charge of the bill. 
Gushing, in fact, 'is the principal 


sponsor of H. R. 332, the patched-up 
income tax measure which Bryan 
wants passed. He has been in con- 
ference with the governor off and 
on during the session, and a string 
of amendments which Gushing in- 
tends to offer is supposed to embodv 
the joint views of Bryan and him- 
self. 


The -unique spectacle of a G. O. P 
member acting as Governor Bryan's 
champion on the floor of the house 
is looked forward to with interest by 
frequenters of the legislative gal- 
leries, who enjoy a good show. They 
will be on hand to see the 
fun 
when the income tax bill is taken 
up. It will be the first time that 
Governor Bryan has been compelled 
to go outside his own party for a 
spokesman to present his views. 


A rumor has been heard that the 
governor intends to issue a state- 
ment before the house scrap begins, 
with the object of bringing pressure 
on democrats from their home dis- 
tricts to line them up for his pet 
project. Up to date he has not been 
very successful in attempts of that 
kind. His suggestion a month ago 
that citizens hold meetings over the 
state and instruct their represent- 
atives to support his municipal gas- 
oline station bill and other parts of 
his legislative program failed to 
bring any public response. 


Has Two Axes to Grind. 
«Pqlitical observers can see two 
particular reasons why Governor 
Bryan desires the enactment of an 
income tax law. 
First, in his campaign for gover- 
nor last year he went over_ the 
state promising a 33 per cent re- 
duction in taxes, which would be ab- 
solutely impossible even if the en- 
tire state levy were discontinued, 
since ft represents only 13 per cent 
of th« total taxes assessed and col- 
lected. If an income tax law were 
passed he could, by taking 
the 
money out of the taxpayers's other 
pocket, cut off part of this 13 per 
cent from the prooerty tax, as a 
small gesture toward tax reduction, 
blaming the legislature, of course, 
for the fact that it was no larger. 
Second, as a potential candidate 


for president or vice president on 
the democratic national ticket he 
needs something to point to as a 
real accomplishment in Nebraska. 
He has failed In nearly everything 
else to induce the legislature to rat- 
ify his policies; but if he could get 
an income tax bill through it would 
be heralded, over the country as a 
"progressive" 
achievement wrung 


from an. unwilling and hostile legis- 
lature. 


This week will tell the tale, In 
part at least, as to whether Mr. 
Bryan is going to be more success- 
ful in making Nebraska democrats 
swallow his political dope than 
Chairman Raskob has been to date 
with his plan to line up the party 
nationally against prohibition.

You've got—or will have 
by the end of this week—good look- 
ing coats, dresses, suits and hats all 
waiting for the big parade. 


Here are some of fashion's ideas— 


and the ideas of iashion.-knowing 
women—on how to put the various 
parts of a costume together. So 
you'll look individual and in fashion 


It's fashionable to wear acces- 


sories that match either the coat or 
the dress. Hats in the color of the 
coat or dress, for example 


It's fashionable to wear acces- 


sories that match each other. Such 
as handbags and shoes in the same 
color. 


But It's fashionable, too — and 


newer—to wear accessories that con- 
trast with the dress, coat and with 
each other as well Provided, of 
course, they don't contrast too much 
and make a wild medley of color. 


For Instance, if you don't want 


your hat to match your coat or your 
dress, you can choose one in a 
lighter shade of the coat color 
Such as a lighter blue fiat with a 
navy coat, or a biege hat with a 
brown coat. 


You can even choose one in a 


darker color, as a brown hat with 
a beige coat. Fashionable women 
won't, of course, wear red hats with 
green suits, or any such contrast. 


Shoes usually match the dress or 


the coat. Navy blue shoes with the 
navy cootume. Dp.rk green shoes 
with the dark green costume.

With beige coat and 
brown hat, brown gloves would be 
the right accent.

In this 
case, and other similar ones, gloves 
in a neutral beige or taupe like the 
stockings would be the correct, in- 
conspicuous color.

Metropole hotel with Marie Gibbons 
and John Baldwin last January 14 
the police reporting thev found 
narcotics in their possession worth 
$2,000, and their investigation of 
the killing was being made on the 
theory that it was the result of a 
drug peddling affair. 


Believed Police Informer. 


Reports w e r e circulated 
that 


Tendler had been an informer for 
the New York police and that he 
had been instrumental in connec- 
tion with the conviction of Police 
Lieutenant Becker, Lefty Louis and 
"Gyp 
the Blood'' for the murder of 


Herman Rosenthal, New York gamb- 
ler, but the New York authorities 
reported they did not recall him. 


The Chicago police also said they 


had information indicating Tendler 
had been a member of a kidnaping 
ring that had collected large sums 
from gamblers and saloonkeepers. 
His hearing on the narcotic charge 
had been set for April 17 


The Herald and Examiner said 


that Tendler was known to police 
as the man to whom Alphonse Ca- 
pone had granted a concession for 
selling narcotics in Chicago, and 
John Norton, chief 
of detectives. 


asserted Tendler was the agent for 
a narcotic ring doing a nationwide 
business.

PROPHETS. 


It has been a source of pride to the people of Lin- 


coln that it has possessed a supply of crystal, cold 
water. Naturally one of the first points which the city 
commission and the advisory water board wanted to 
satisfy themselves on was the quality of the water in 
the Platte valley near Ashland. The commission and 
the advisory board both felt the question of the quali- 
ty of the water was fully as important as the question 
of quantity. 


In order to dispose of all argument, the commission 


secured the services of Prof. C. J. Frankforter of the 
chemistry -lepartment of the University of Nebraska 
to make chemical tests of the water in each site con- 
sidered. The results of these tests are in the hands 
of City Engineer Dave Erickson, and are as follows:

Thus it will be seen from the tests mads by an ex- 


perienced and competent chemist that the water tak- 
en from the wells.at Ashland, which were sunk to a 
depth of about 90 feet,"both in the highly important 
point .of softness and in freeduiii from alkali, is su- 
perior to that which is now being furnished from the 
Antelope basin, and any of the other s u g g e s t e d 
sources. The tests are altogether so reassuring that 
they should dispose of argument about the quality 
of the water. 


But In the face of the established facts the oppo- 


nents of the Ashland proposal have declared repeat- 
edly that water tests made were unsatisfactory. K 
will be unfortunate if the people of Lincoln permit 
themselves to be misled and confused. The facts are 
plain and unchallenged. The graphs of these tests 
have-been prepared by the city engineer's office. They 
are open to inspection for all who may have any 
doubts on the score of the quality of the water which 
Lincoln will get if it solves its pressing problem of an 
adequate supply by tapping the unlimited under- 
ground flow in the valley of the Platte. 


There is no way to stop this appeal to the unin- 


formed, the fearful, and the apprehensive.' In a 
political campaign, each aspirant for office, and every 
interested group may circulate what it sees fit. 
But 


the facts are'there undenied and undeniable, '.hey 
cannot be challenged. They have the seal of authori- 
ty of the man who made them—an outstanding chem- 
ist, a man of ability. They have the backing and ap- 
proval of men who have devoted their lives to this 
community, who are now pleading with the city of 
Lincoln to do something in this urgent problem of 
water before it is too late and before the city suffers 
irreparable injury and harm. Does anyone believe 
Mayor Don L. Love and Mr. J. E. Miller, of the water 
advisory board, would deliberately urge the people of 
Lincoln to spend millions in acquiring an adequate 
water plant if there was any question as to either 
quantity or quality? It is all so preposterous, so ab- 
surd, so incredulous that it would seem, unnecessary 
to give it even passing attention. 


Mayor Love and Mr. Miller have spent their lives 


in Lincoln. It would not be strange if they had a 
deep and unswerving affection for the city. Mr. Miller 
has at the sacrifice of his own strength and his own 
personal Interests served it as mayor, during which 
time Lincoln made more rapid strides than any simi- 
lar period In its history. He is today leading this 
fight for an adequate water supply because he knows 
action is necessary: that each year we postpone de- 
cision we are gambling for frightful stakes of progress 
and development or a disastrous setback which wil 
cost every institution, and each and every individual 
heavily before the damage can be repaired. ' 


Will the city of Lincoln follow the judgment of men 


who have contributed generously to a city which is a 
pearl In the heart of a rich, agricultural community 
or will they join in the footsteps of false prophets 
leading us into the wilderness of inaction, confusion 
and possibly fatal delay? 


PROVIDING FOR A GROWING STATE. 


The finance committee of the lower house of the 


Nebraska legislature has met its responsibility cour- 
geously and intelligently. It has considered the in- 
lividual needs of institutions and agencies of the state 
nd provided for them in a manner which it felt was 
iroper and necessary. . 
It is true the general appropriations bill reported 
ut Tuesday carries a considerable, larger sum than 
Governor Bryan recommended. The increases are 
or activities now In existence, however, and not for 
lew undertakings. The aggregate total of the appro- 
iriation bill prepared by the finance committee is 
learly $2,000,000 greater than Governor Bryan re-* 
uested because it would have been impossible to have 
dopted the governor's program without seriously 
acrificing things which are important and of great 
alue to the state. 
The committee, for example, gave careful attention 


i the condition of the institutions under the board 
' control. They have been overcrowded notorious- 
for years. At the penitentiary, there is a popula- 


ion nearly twice as large as the facilities can proper- 
y accommodate. The hospitals for insane, and sev- 
ral of the homes supported by the state are in a 
Imilar position. 
The committee has provided for 


what it thought was essential and necessary. It 


dopted the sane, intelligent course, although ad- 


mittedly not a popular one. 


The same problem existed In connection with the 
our normal schools and the state university. Gov- 
rnor Bryan cut the university off without a penny 
or building, although classrooms are overcrowded, 
ind the dormitory plan, so urgently needed, might 
lave been forced to wait for another two years. 


What the finance committee has endeavored to ac- 
omplish is a long term building program in connec- 
ion with the various state institutions. 
It is sound 


nd economical. It provides for needs as they arise, 
or consistent and carefully planned growth and de- 
elopment. It spreads the burden out over a period 
f time instead of dumping it upon the shoulders of 
men and women in a heap. 


The finance committee need feel no chagrin or 
mbairassment because it has not been able to ex- 
hibit a great tax saving. The state is no longer a 
hild. It has left pioneer days behind it, and is Uv- 
ng in a modern age when life is complex, -when the 
equirements placed upon government are numerous 
with her sister states or fall hopelessly in the rear, 
and far-reaching. Nebraska must march step by step 
That was the problem which the finance committee 
aced and It is to be congratulated it met the issue 
earlessly. The bill, probably the most important 
Ingle -piece of legislation to be handled, should be 
advanced as rapidly as possible and passed in order 
hat the legislature may terminate its session. 


GOOD REAL ESTATE DEAL. 


Sixty-four years ago. March 30, 18S7. Russia ceded 


Alaska to the United States. The purchase price wa~ 
$7,200.000. and notwithstanding the fact that Presi- 
dent Johnson's admlnis'ration. including his secretary 
of state, William H. Seward. who had negotiated the 
treaty, was at that time tremendously unpopular with 
congress, the pact was ratified by the senate.

"Seward's Folly." As a matter of fact, however. It wa. 
one of the best land deals Uncle Sam ever made. Ant 
Russia did not let go of this territory because she d3< 
not appreciate Its value.

He taught the e x- 
istence and Fatherhood of God, the 
eternity of the moral law and the 
potential redemption of the human 
family to brotherhood and good will. 
Do you suggest these doctrines have 
no bearing on the spiritual develop- 
ment of mankind? On the contrary, 
they are vitally identified with that 
development. 
Besides, many skeptics who have 
contended vehemently with Christ- 
ian preachers were nurtured in the 
faith of those preachers, and it is 
impossible . to strip them of their 
earlier ideas, feelings and convic- 
tions. But where skepticism is in- 
herited and cultivated, its prolonged 
existence becomes injurious to ethi- 
cal ideals and to personal and social 
behavior. A downhill movement rolls 
apace. So today the contempt mani- 
fested for religion defies control. It 
gathers boldness in its progress. It 
extends to very realm of thought 
and action. It begins by ignoring 
God and goes on to ignore the safe- 
guards of humanity. If the com- 
mandment "Thou shalt not commit 
adultery" can be dispensed with, 
why not also "Thou shalt not steal"? 
If it is lawful to take your neigh- 
bor's wife, what is to hinder taking 
his property? 
Some cultured men laugh at the 
restrictions which stand in the way 
of their pride or intelligence. Dull 
conventional decency is a jest with 
them But were it to vanish, laugh- 
ter would vanish with it. The 
French Revolution's incipient stages 
began in the drawing rooms of the 
polite and the libraries of the skep- 
tical. Before it completed its grim 
task some once merry and learned 
heads rolled into the blood-stained 
basket of the guillotine.

First " apportion the calories for 
the meals—300 for breakfast, 600 for 
the midday meal, and 400 for sup- 
per. This is on the principle that 
the big meal of the day should be 
at noon—at the height of activity 
so you can work it off by evening. 
The small meal at night because 
while you are absorbing it you are 
asleep, making no effort, using up 
little fuel. So do not give yourself 
a surplus to store up. 


Then apportion the food elements. 


"We will usa a high corbobydrate 
diet: it is more palatable, more fill- 
ing, gives a greater vxaiiety Besides, 
to consume its own fat we should 
have a good amount of carbohy- 
drate tc balance it- Most of us con- 
sume about 400 grams of carbohy- 
datc *. day; so since we are reduc- 
ing our whole diet about half, we 
will leave the carbohydrates at 200 
grams. There are four calories per 
gram in carbohydrates: they con- 
tribute therefore 800 of our total 1,- 
300 calories for the day. 


We should have a little over half 
a grain of protein per pound of bodv 
-weight so for a. person of 130 pounds 
we need 70 to 80 grams. This yields 
380 to 320 calories. With the carbo- 
hydrates tins makes about 1,100 cal- 
orics, leaving abunf, 200 calories ol 
the remaining 1.300 to be made up 
from the fat. As fat yields nine 
calories a gram, that means about 
20 to 25 grams ol fat. <Always leave 
yourself a llttte margin. Dietary ca- 
culaKons need not be too precised. 
So our diet requires 200 grains ol 
carbohydrate, 70 to 75 grams of pro- 
tein, and 20 to 25 grams of fat in 
round nsmbere. 
I will calculate 
such a diet and publish it tomcr- 
row. In thr meantime try to figure 
one for yourself for comparison.

law show that the valuation of 
tangible property of railroads in 
the thirteen incorporated villages 
of the county totals $216,105. The 
reports are required 
under the 


terminal tax law for the purpose 
of 
determining 
the 
assessments 


against the railroads in the rais- 
ing of taxes for incorporated vil- 
lages. 


The reports on tangible property 
received by the county assessor are 
sent to the state tax commissioner, 
who adds to the amount appearing 
on the report the pro rata share 
for each village of the

stock and franchise valuation of 
the railroads. 
The reports 
are 
then sent back tp the county as- 
sessor where they are taken, with 
the additions made by the state 
tax commissioner, as the basis of 
assessment against the railroads in 
each village. 


According to Sheffield, the roll- 


ing stock and franchise valuation 
to the reports at the state house 
closely approximates in amount the 
figures given for tangible property 
valuation. 
The 
total 
valuation 


upon which railroads will pay vil- 
lage taxes in Lancaster county for 
1931, 
accordingly, will oe some- 


where in the neighborhood of half 
a million dollars. 
Properties Covered. 


The tangible property reports 
received by the county assessor are 
based on land used for right of 
way and improvements thereon, 
lands outside the right of way and 
their 
improvements, 
buildings, 


bridges, and telephone and tele- 
graph lines and instruments. 


Hickman is the only village in 


the county that will benefit from 
the taxes of two railroads.

Stamfordham, private secretary to 
King George, died today, aged 81. 


Secretary to royalty for the last 


fifty years. Lord 
Stamfordham 


started in the Zulu bush country 
and rose to a place unique in Euro- 
pean court circles. He was possessed 
of more state secrets than any liv- 
ing man. it was said, acting as Eng- 
land's "man behind the throne." 
For years it had been his duty 


to relieve the reigning monarch of 
the tedium of routine affairs and 
advise the ruler on matters affect- 
ing procedure of state and diplo- 
matic strategics. 


He was bom June^lS, 1849. the

Presdent Hoover said today that un- 
less congress increases the budget 
figures there would be no increase 
in taxes. 


Mr. Hoover said he had canvassed 


the entire financial situation of the 
nation through >arious government 
agencies and deoartments and that 
he "aw 110 necessity for a taxation 
increase. 


Tne president said: 
"There will be no increase in taxes 


if the next congress imposes no in- 
creases upon the budget or other 
expenditure proposals which the ad- 
ministration will present. But lor 
congress to do this, the people must 
co-operate to effectively discourage 
and nostpone consideration of the 
demands of sectional and group in- 
terests." 


Watson Opnoses Increase. 


WASHINGTON, March 31 — (fPy- 
Senator Watson expressed unalter- 
able opposition to an increase in 
taxes or a federal bond issue to meet 
the treasury deficit after a break- 
fast conference today with President 
Hoover at the white house 


The Indianan, republican leader 


of the senate, did not obtain the 
president's 
views on the federal 


financial situation but disclosed his 
own to the executvc in an hour and 
a half talk which embraced a field 
of political and governmental prob- 
lems- 


The two agreed there was no need 


for an extra session of congress to 
deal tuth unemployment and farm 
relief, and that an armistice in pol- 
itical debate would permit a more 
ranid economic rehabilitation. 


The chairmanship of the repub- 


lican national committee also v.as 
discussed, but it was agreed, Wa.tson 
said, that "there is no great rush 
pbouf reorganization of the commit- 
tee" new headed by Senator Fess of 
Ohio. 


Rest from Politics. 


"Our thought was,'' the senator 


said, "to let the country rest from 
politics. go ahead and attend to busi- 
ness pnd rehabilitste ourselves free 
from the clamor of politics." 


The republican leader said he 


would confer with Secretary Mellon 
in a few days on the financial prob- 
lems facing the government

itely fixing blame on them for al- 
leged maladministration. 


Minority Favors Santo. 


For more than an hour, the sen- 


ate was treated to one surprise after 
another, following submission of the 
minority report from the committee 
on public institutions. Signed by 
the three minority members, Sena- 
tors Vance, Srb, and Welch, it was 
principally a sweeping vindication, 
not only of the honesty of George, 
L. Santo but of his conduct while 
employed as adjutant at the Grand 
Island home. 


The majority report submitted last 


•week upheld the honesty and in- 
tegrity of Santo but held that the 
board of control had acted for the 
best interests of the Grand Island 
institution in discharging Santo, on 
the ground that he had been a 
disturbinar influence. Four 
mem- 
bers of the committee signed 
the 


majority report. They were Sena- 
tors Bowman, chairman, 
Clark, 


Tooley and Johnson. 


Insisted On Accounting1. 


The minority report included four 
points summarizing evidence and 
two findings. The first finding was 
that Santo when aopointed adju- 
tant "insisted that a strict account 
be kept of everything that signed 
requisitions be issued for all sup- 
plies and goods, that he objected to 
the sale of meat and goods from 
the institution and stopped it, and 
to keeping in the state's employ 
persons employed by the command- 
ant who were violating the law." 


"We find further," the report 


read "that the condition in the 
home at the time George Santo 
was employed were very unsatis- 
factory. The subsequent removal of 
the employes about whom 
Santo 
had been complaining leads the 
members of this committee to feel 
that bis stand was a proper one." 


The four pieces of evidence sum- 


marized in the minority report held 
that when Santo was appointed ad- 
jutant there was considerable mer- 
chandise at the home of which the 
board of control had no record: 
that Santo had asked for a plan of 
making requisitions for items wanted 
by emnloyes; that meat had been 
taken from the institution at night 
by an employe and that employes 
and others had been permitted to 
buy meat for a long period of time 
at 10 cents a pound, and that an 
employe -who had been arrested 
several times was discharged 
in 


August 1929 but emnloved again in 
December 1929. 


Following laying over of the mi- 
nority report. Senator Welch moved 
that a committee of three be ap- 
pointed to act with Senator Vance. 
Representative Burr and the board 
of control in the private investiga- 
tion they have been making of con- 
ditions at the state hospital at 
Hastings which led to the dismissal 
of Superintendent J. B. Babcock. 
Several objections to a new inves- 


tigation were voiced,, with Senator 


charged, Senator Rodman suggested 
that testimony should be read to see 
if the senate wanted further inves- 
tigation. He also moved to lay the 
matter over for a day, which course 
was approved. 


Submits Fiery Statement. 


With the matter apparently closed, 


Senator Clark sent up to the secre- 
tary a three page typewritten state- 
ment which he declared represented 
his views on the subject. The gist of 
his statement was the charge that 
requests for investigations always 
came from discharged employes or 
from other persons with selfish 
motives, and an attack on Santo 
and Senators Welch and Vance. 


"It is beneath the dignity of this 


body to devote more time to the 
piddling piffle of a disgruntled, dis- 
charged employes; the belching ot a 
disappointed ice-man; or the ambi- 
tions of a senator who seeks to im- 
press his will upon the executive de- 
partment," the Clark statement de- 
clared in closing. "We can. better 
devote our time to the important 
affairs of the state." 


Senator Clark charged that Sen- 
ator Welch's antagonism to the con- 
trol board arose from, a controversy 
when he haf a contract to fill the 
ice house at the Milford home as 
a result of which he claimed the 
senator reduced his charge against 
the state $68. 


Refusal of the board to dismiss 


the commandant at the home after 
Welch's election further antagonized 
Welch, 
Senator 
Clark 
charged. 
Welch's candidacy had been op- 
nosed by the commandant. 
Clark 
charged that throughout the in- 
quiry, Welch had been less Interest- 
ed in arriving at the facts than in 
trying to embarrass and humiliate 
members of the board. 


Trying to Embarrass Board. 


"As for the senator from Adams," 
the Clark statement 
declared, in 


reference to Senator Vance, "it is 
my belief that he has no real in- 
terest in the conduct of the Grand 
Island institution but that he would 
welcome an opportunity to em- 
barrass the board of control be- 
cause it will not cringe every time 
he cracks his lash." Senator Clark 
expressed personal commendation of 
the work of the board in caring for 
the seventeen institutions of the 
state. 


"Who wrote that?" Senator Welch 
demanded, when the reading of the 
document closed. Senator Clark in- 
sisted he had dictated it himself 
but considerable doubt was ex- 
pressed among itber senators in the 
chamber and hallways of the capitol 
later. Senator Axtell went so far 
as to say he thought it had come 
from the board of control. 


Senator Welch also denied the 
accuracy of the Clark charges rela- 
tive to the ice controversy and de- 
clared he would be -willing to have 
the senate make a complete investi- 
gation.

advancing him from his old salary 
of $1,800 to a new salary of $2,600,

It was heavily amended 
and then killed. 


S. F. 88, providing that no per- 


son is eligible to the office of dis- 
trict judge during the term for 
which elected or appointed to an- 
other judicial office and unless eli- 
gible for Supreme judge, was ad- 
vanced.

Colorado Tragedy Brings Sorrow 
To Lincoln Family Which Lived 
In Community For Several Years 


The story of the death of five 


school children and a bus driver 
after a blizzard near Holly, Colo- 
last week Tuesday recalled poignant 
memories to Mrs. Frank Uptcgrove, 
2221 
South Thirty-seventh .street. 


With her husband and small son, 
Mrs. Uptegrove spent six years pi lor 
to 1917 in the neighborhood in 
which the Colorado tragedy oc- 
curred. 


"We left many friends there." she 


commented. "The names of some of 
the children who perished in the 
storm are those of people we .knew. 
Of course, it is hard to tell in the 
case of a Brown or a Smith or any 
such common name if they are the 
same folks. I am writing to some 
of my friends to find out. 


Mrs. 
Uptegrove recalled an occa- 


sion dunng their homestead days 
in the Holly neighborhood when her 
husband and a brother very nearly 
perished in a storm akin to that of 
last week. They had gone to Holly 
for supplies and were caught by the 
blizzard on their return trip. 


Wandered All Night. 


They were only four miles from 


home. The two men knew, that there 
was a homestead within a half- 
mile, however, so they decided to 
try to reach it rather than brave 
the fury of the storm. 


From 6 at night until 6 o'clock 


the next morning, the two wan- 
dered about, blinded and lost. It 
was only with the abatement of the 
storm the following morning that 
they were able to find the place 
they sought. 


The feet of both were frozen 


badly. "By careful nursing, how- 
ever," declared Mrs. Uptegrove, "I 
was able to pull them through with- 
out any amputations." 


Without telephone 
service, or 


mail, or any of the other conveni- 
ences of the modern home, .the 
Uptegroves stayed on their home- 


stead until the fall of 1917 when 
the great "flu" epidemic broke out. 
Bad Storm In 1917. 


"With the epidemic there came to 


Holly." Mrs. Uptcprove stated, "one 
of the biggest snow storms that the 
country had experienced in years. 
Stock died by the hundieds. People 
were sick everywhere. Finally Mr. 
Uptegrove and myself took the flu. 
Then we decided that we could 
stand it no longer." 


They sought help in getting their 


stock moved to Holly, thirty miles 
away. "Everyone told us that we 
could not move the cattle through 
the drifts, which were from thirteen 
to eighteen feet deep." she said. 
"Finally a man came to the house 
with a prairie schooner. 


Deserted Homestead. 


"He helped us to get into it. Then 


our son, Edward, just 9 years old, 
got on a horse and herded the 
thirty cattle and five little calves. 
We went away, leaving the door 
open and the fire burning. We took 
no furniture or anything else, but 
just left as we were. 
"The first day we made five miles. 


Ed, youngster though he was, rode 
in the saddle thirty hours without 
stopping for food or rest. After 
three days we finally got to Holly. 
There we found that we couldn't 
sell our cattle. The tunes had been 
so bad that no one had any money. 
We left them with a man and came 
away." 


Put aboard a train at Hollv on. 


stretchers, still ill from the effects 
of the flu, the Uptegroves came to 
Lincoln and have made their home 
here since that time. "We let the 
homestead go without any move to 
save anything," Mrs. Uptegrove ex- 
plained. "Nor have we ever gone 
back." 
The son, Edward, who drove the 


cattle thirty miles at the age of 8, 
is at present a student in tha Uni- 
versity of Nebraska.

Tax Commissioner Advises Demos. 


State Tax Commissioner W. H. 
Smith, personal lieutenant of Gov- 
ernor Bryan, met with the demo- 
crats in their Monday evening cau- 
cus and went over the appropria- 
tion bill for their benefit, comparing 
its items with those of the gover- 
nor's budget. Several democratic 
senators were also present. 
The 
gathering lasted from 8 to 11 o'clock. 


"We democrats have enough votes 


to block the passage of a bill not 
in harmony with the governor's 
budget," the party solons were told. 
"If this Mil goes through we can't 
pass tlie buck to the republicans, 
because we'll be responsible for it 
the same as they will.

A compilation of the appropria- 
tions carried in H. R. 242, as 
amended by the finance committee, 
places the total at $43,967,837, in- 
cluding some duplications and re- 
appropriated b a l a n c e s . Of this 
amount, $14,925,419 is estimated to 
come from tax revenue and $23,^ 
042,418 from other sources. The 
computed increase over the current 
bienmum is $2,703,843. 
Governor Bryan's budget con- 


tained total appropriations of $41,- 
263,994, of which $12,327,776 was es- 
timated to come from tax income 
and $28,936,218 from other sources. 


Three-fifths of all contemplated 
expenditures by the state govern- 
ment during the next two years is 
for highways, the money for which 
is derived from gasoline tax, motor 
vehicle licenses, and federal aid. 


Reference Bureau Back In. 


While H. R. 242 was before the 


house in committee of the whole for 
an hour Tuesday morning, an 
amendment was adopted on motion 
of Chairman Burke of the finance 
committee to insert $23,000 for the 
legislative reference bureau, which 
had been inadverttently omitted.

Former 
All-America 


Say Game Second 


To Football. 


NEW YORK, March 31—«V-It's 
an old English custom, the game of 
rugby, but George Pfann, all-Amer- 
ica quarterback, at Cornell in 1923 
and rugby player at Oxford for two 
years, thinks it is bound to catch 
on in this country. 


Pfann, now a lawyer and right wing 


on the scrum of the New York 
Rugby club, says rugby Is an ideal 
intra-mural, inter-fraternity 
sport 
and he believes' that some day it 
will be as widely played as, sav. 
basketball. 


He doesn't think it will take the 


place of football "as long as the 
competitive spirit burns as high as 
it does in America." 


Both Gos»I Games. 


"You 
can't compare football and 


rugby," Pfann continued. "They are 
so different and they both are good 
games. There is little tackling in 
rugby as we know it in football, no 
interference, no forward 
passing, 
lots of kicking with any man liable 
to be doing it, and the play is more 
continuous. 


"The main difference, however, 
is this: Any thirty men who had 
ever played rugby could go out on 
the field, choose up sides and play 
a creditable and enjoyable game of 
rugby. You couldn't get twenty-two 
old football men. together, pick two 
teams and play much of' a football 
game."

American System Better. 
Pfann was asked his opinion of 
the merits of the English, and 
American styles of play. 


"You have a lot more fun playing 


games in England, I believe," he 
said. "You take things much more 
casually. But you miss a lot, too. 
And I don't believe their system of 
making the captain supreme ruler 
of a sports team is a good idea. It's 
too much to put on a 19 or 20-year- 
old youngster. I like the American 
system. 


"You remember the case of the 


Oxford crew captain who fired all 
the coaching staff because they 
thought he wasn't good enough for 
the boat, and were foolish enough 
to say so. Over on this side, if a 
captain isn't the best man. he 
doesn't get on the team. I think 
that's the right system."
